PRACTICAL STEPS TO 
INCREASE DIFFUSION. 


PAYMENT BY INSTALMENTS. 


Special facilities, incliding those 
of payment by instalments and the 
right to. apply’ for very small 
amounts, are being offered to 
Southern Railway employes in con- 
nection with the company’s new is- 
sue of Guaranteed Preference stock. 
This i3'in accordance witi the 
policy recently, adopted by the Lon- 
don, Midland & Scottish, and also 
by ttie Southern in the case of its 
previous issue. No more practical 
steps could be'devised to increase 
the diffusion of\ownership of capl- 

Ital that’ ia so marked a feature of 
modern ceonomie life, but in which 
Great Britain is still, In some res- 
pects, behind the United States so 
far as concerns ‘investment in the 
securities of large joint-stock, un- 
dertakings, As the railway in 
dustry calls for the services of 
some 700,000 employes, It obviously. 
represents a fruitful fleld for masa 
ownership, the more so 18 the 
security of tenure. in the industry 
enables an employee to embark :on 
the instniment-purchase plan with 
the knowledge that he will be able|: 
to keep up his payments. Ve 
Instalment System. 

We lay stress on the poasibilities 
of the instalment-purchase system 
inasmuch aa its full ‘utilisation: is 
capable: of bringing about an im- 
mense increase in the number of 
small investors. Ten pounds is not 
na large sum, but it isa large sum 
for the average weekly wage earner 
to put down in a lump, The im- 
mense snles of National Savings 
Certificates are very largely due to 
the noasibility of acquiring them 
by small periodical payments, and 
it ‘is due to the same facility that 
the building socicties have attained 
their existing stage of development. 
But something.more is wanted than 
the mera facility to save by instal- 
ment. There should be the neces- 
sity to make fixed payments at re-| 
gular intervals, and the provision 
of machinery for ‘collecting’ those 
payments with the, minimum . of 
trouble or formality. One- such 
method, which is being adopted by 
the railway companies, is the auto- 
matic deduction of instalments from 
salaries or wagea, and this could, 
of course, be, adopted in cannection 
with a general thrift campaign, in 
addition. to ‘facilitating investment 
in the stocks and shares of the 
concern employing the individual 
wage-earner. 

In so far as concerns ownership 
by the employe of a share in’ the 
undertaking which provides him 
with his livelihood, England is still 
far behind America, partly because 
our employers have, in. the main, 
not, taken’ kindly to practical co- 
partnership, while the trade unions 
are largely opposed to the system. 
‘The attitude of- both sides is as 
short-sighted as it is out-of-date at 
a time when industrial peace is 
universally realized as essential to 
the welfare of the community. The 
encouragement of the wage-earning 
investor ia so desirable from every 
standpoint that any marked exten- 
sion of facilities is of national 
benefit. 


A Practical Experiment. 


No, more interesting concrete ex- 
ample could be given of the possi- 
bilities in this direction than was 
provided by the isaue of 5 per cent. 
Redeemable Debenture stock made 
Inst month by the London, Midland, 
& Scottish Railway. Special 
facilities were given the staff to 
apply for from £20 to £200 of the 
stock, In multiples of £20, payment 
being spread over six months, and 

‘\ being by. weekly, monthly, or fort- 
nightly instalments, Furthermore, 
applicants had the option of making 
their payments in the form of de- 
ducticns from wagea or salaries, or 
by a transfer from the savings 

| bank if they wished to pay cash. 
‘We are informed that nearly £200,- 
000 of the stock has been taken up 
by the employes and that applicants 
numbered 1,600, representative of 
all grades of-the staff. This is a 
notable responae, and the’ aggre- 
gate amount applied for would no 
doubt have been greater, if provi- 
sion had been made for extending 
the payment of instalments over a 
longer period than alx months. In 
| this connection, it {8 to be noted 
that the Southern employes are al- 
lowed a maximum of 18 months in 
which to make thelr payments for 
the Preference stock now on offer, 
and that applications may be for 
any sum ‘up to the amount of a 
year's salary or wages.—"Financial

He gave it to his 
wife by deed and she made a will 
in his favour. 
deceased his wife, who was child- 
Jess, and she had. made ‘no further 
will, Under these circumstances 
he asked that the property . should 
become estheat tothe Crown, the, 
Treasury having collected the rent 
| since her death, in December 1921.

FOREIGN COMPETITION. 


AIRSHIP y. FAST LINER, 


During an interview with “The 
Journal of Commerce” on the ship- 
building revival, Sir Alfred Yar- 
row, Bart., said that although there 
Were signs of an improvement, he 
did not think British shipbuilding 
would ever return to its former 
prosperity. Befoce the war we 
built ships for all the world—in 
fact, the world was at our feet; but 
to-day we had a group of competi- 
tors who could build ships, just as 
well as we, did. We had to be 
warned against too great a aense 
of optimism. 

“Take for example, Italy and Ger- 


many,” he sald, "the Northern Ita- 


lian workmen and the German are 
just a3 good as the British workmen. 
They work longer hours and pro- 
duce more. In the American: and 
Canadian shipbuilding yards, which 
I have recently visited, I saw men 


producing more and earning more, 


and these ‘are two serious factors 
in the world competition that Bri- 


_| tain has to face to-day.” 


Sir Alfred Yurrow agreed that 
there was un improvement in pro- 
duction in British yards, but a 
great advance would have to be 
made if we were to hold our own 
with the rest of the world. “The 
intelligent workmen,” he said “are 
sick of the trade unions because 
they have’ made a regular hash of 
things, both for the employers and 
the employed. In fact, everybody 
has suffered.” a 

The Example of America, 


“In America 1 found that the 
character of all the workpeople was 
one of independence. They would 
not be dictated to by’ trade unions 


‘| to the same extent as we find in 


this country. This is very benefi- 
cial for American industry, Men 
and women live in greater comfort, 
The-rate of pay is-much — higher. 
They can earn more and the work is 
done cheaper, . If a man does dou- 
ble the amount of work and earns 
double the amount of pay it is just 
the same thing to the employer, ex- 
cept that his working expenses are 
considerably less and his machines 
turn out more, so’that’ half, the 
capital outlay will achieve the same 
result-as double that figure on the 


.| snialler.output per man, 


Profit-Sharing. 


» “There is no doubt that workmen 
should share in the increased bene- 
fits coming to employers’. through 
increased output, but it is the most 
difficult thing to apply any form of 
profit-sharing to the shipbuilding 
industry, because the labour in 
shipyards is always fluctuating. 
“When I was.in America I met 
several men working in shipbuild- 
ing yards who had previously been 
employed in this-country. 1 said, 
‘How are you getting on?’ They al- 
ways replied, ‘Very: well;. we have 
to work a great deal harder than we 
did at home, but we make much 
more money and save much more.’ 
There is no doubt that Iabour con- 
ditions in America form u great 
example to this country. In pro- 
portion to what is done the cost of 
labour in this country is much too 
high, and the sad part about it is. 
that the workman does not realise 
that if he worked harder it is not 
simply to the benefit of his employ-| 
er but it is definitely to the benefit 
of himself. If we are to keep pace 
with Germany and other countries 
we must speed up our capacity for 
work in this country.” : 
“Amongst European nations Italy 
ia now building more ships than any 
other country, except: Britain, and 
Italian shipbuilding is going to be 
a very formidable factor in the 
future.” Sor: 
Fast Liners. 


When questioned about the fast 
liner scheme put forward by Signor 
Cosulich in Italy, Sir Alfred Yar- 
row said that it seemed to be pure- 
ly a scheme, and would not atand 
the test of practical experience, 
It could never be a commercial pro- 
position, Recently -he had been 
talking to Mr, Beatty, of the C.P.R., 
who had declared that 25,000-ton 
ships seemed to him more of 4 pay- 
ing proposition than the larger and 
faster vessels, The cost of gaining 
one day across the Atlantic was too 
great. “But,” added Sir Alfred, 
“the Americans to-day have such 


.Ja_ lot of money, and want to move 


about at such an extraordinary rate, 
that perhaps thls high-speed ship 
suggestion from Italy will be warm- 
ly received fri the U.S.A.” : 


Competition From the Air, 

“What shipowners have to con- 
sider to-day in building fast ships,” 
he anid, “is to the competition they 
will have to face in about 20 years’ 
Ships: built to-day will, laat 
30 to 40 years, and, I believe, in 
20 years there will be a regular air 
seryice, with fixed hours, 
all parts’ of .the world. Those 
people who are in a hurry will be 
able to journey across the Atlantic 
in 1% days, so that the’ very faat 
steamer will have'a. most serfous 
competitor. It will .mean:; that 
steamers of an ordinary and. ccono- 
mle speed may possibly be the only 
ones to hold thelr own.” © ** 

Speaking about the fastest,ships 
on the Atlantic, the “Mauretania,” 
and formerly. the “Lifsitania,” Sir 
Alfred said that ‘he thought, the 
people who. designed the machinery 
had. never been‘done justicg to. 
Everyone associated with tho-de- 
signing of the machinery of those 
marvellous vessels should have re- 
ceived some public recognition,

UNIVERSITY OF LONDON. 


£74,000 Sports Scheme. 


The scheme for the provision of 
a central sports ground and a: boat- 
house.for the University of London, 
started by a committee appointed by 
the Senate three years ayo, has now 
taken definite shape, and the Lord 
Mayor will give a luncheon at the 
Mansion House to a number of lend- 
ing citizens to considey the question 
of Jnunching a public appeal. Al- 
ready about £14,000 has been subs- 
eribed, including, £5,000 from the 
Earl of Rosebery (the Chancellor of 
the University), and £5,000 granted 
by the Senate from University 
funds, The Prince of Wales has 
taken great interest in the proposal, 
and has given 26 guineas, 

A freehold site for, the sporta 
ground has heen obtained at Mots- 
pur Park, near New Malden, at a 
‘cost of £18,000, It consists ‘of 
twenty-eight. acres of grass Iand, 
and includes a building which can 
be adapted for a clubhouae. Two 
acres of land at Chiswick, with a 
river, frontage ‘of -255ft, have been 
bought for £4,000 as a site-for the 
boathouse. It is estimated that the 
initial outlay for building, levelling, 
and equipment will amount to about 
£22,000, and it is proposed to in- 
stitute an endowment fund of 
£30,000 to meet part of the annua) 
: running expenges, the total required 
‘ for the acheme thus being approxi- 
| mately £74,000.

“Lord's” still means as much to 
Eton boys as it did to.us in the

1867, the first of which I was a 


apectator, ‘marked a turning-point, 


in the fortunes of the game, for 
though it had to be left unfinish- 
ed, it flattered Eton’s hopes, as far 
as It went, and showed. that the 
perlod of Harrow’s marked supre- 
macy had passed. 

There waa. a relapse in the fol- 
lowing year, when Thornton,. after 
hitting Giles over the top of the 
pavillion, was bowled by him a 
few minutes later; but his hardi- 
hood had not been in vain, and 
in 1899 came a triumph for his

tance covered per yallon of petrol 
consumed, and for that reason it 
does, not seem necessary to enter 
into a long discussion on carburet- 
tor tuning for economy. 

It. has been conclusively proved 
by bench tests that the petrolair 
mixture which results in the mnxi- 
mum of economy is considerably 
weaker ‘than that which. is nor- 
mally used to give good power and 
acceleration, Consequently it is 
open to anyone to fit somewhat 
amaller jets if he, or she, desires 
economy at the expense of other 
things. The only essential points 
to mention here in connection with 
the carburettor are the importance 
|| of ensuring that no petrol is wast- 
ed through persistent flooding—in- 
dicating a faulty needle valve or 
float—or through’ loose petrol pipe 
connection, and the need for set- 
ting the slow running adjustment 
in such a way that the idling speed 
is low. : ° 

Free Running Essential. 

Curious though it may seem much 
more can often be done’ to reduce 
petrol consumption by attending to’ 
other parts of the chassis than by 
tuning the carburettor, In the first 
place, it is essential that everything 
should run as freely. aa possible, 
becuuse any part Which is binding 
or dragging produces a resistance 
the overcoming of which demands 
a continual and entirely wasteful 
power output from the engine over. 
and above that which should or- 
dinarily be required, : 

Quite frequently too thick-an oil 
is used in the gear box and in the 
back axle during the winter; so that, 
until the car has run: for perhaps, 
ten or 15 miles, this thick ofl has 
a pronounedd braking offset upon 
the transmission system. A 

Parts such as hub. bearings 
should be kept well greased, and it 
is also important thnt the tyre 
pressures should be fully maintain-. 
‘Ved, not simply in order to-keep the 
covers in ycod condition, but also 
becnuse. a flabby tyre produces a 
greater resistance to rolling than 
one Which is properly inflated. . 

The brakes ‘also require atten- 
tion to ensure that there is no rub- 
bing; even if the shoe clearances 
are correct it is quite possible that 
one or other of the brakes is not 
freeing itself properly wken the 
pedal is released, owing to luck of 
lubricant and consequent. stiffness 
in the operating year. This can 
best be checked by placing the hand 
upon each brake drum in turn after 
a short run In order to dfscover 
wheres any one of them is running 

ol, 

By these simple methods the roll- 
‘ing resistance as a whole can be 
materially reduced, and this has in 
,itself quite u marked effect upon 
‘| the rate at which petrol is con- 
sumed. On an ordinary macadam 
road in wood condition the resis- 
tnnoe to motion on the level at low 
speeds should not be more than 
60lb.:per ton, which means that the 
car should just roll slowly down a 
slope of one in 40. A car can also 
be tested for.free running on the 
level by driving at a aet speed. and 
declutching when.a certain land- 
mark {s reached, then altowing the 
car to coast until it comes to rest 
‘of itself. It is ensential that the 
road should be level, and that there 
should be no wind, but as these 
conditions are dificult to obtain the 
best plan is to run two teats ‘in op- 
posite directions and average the 
results. If the speed from which 
the test is made fs 15 miles an hour 
the car should travel a distance of 
120 yards before coming to rest if 
it Is really running freely. 

: The Engine. ; 

Turning to the engine, there is 
quite a Jot which can be done to 
redute the ‘amount of petrol con- 
sumed, In the first place it must 
be understood that most ‘engines are 
overeooled; the working tempera- 
ture for the highest. efficiency is 
about 180 degrees Fahrenheit, but 
the majority of power units will 
not reach that figure even on ao 
winter run. Herein lies the. value 
of employing a thermostat, radiator 
shutters, or even the humble radia- 
tor cosy, these devices increasing 
the working temperature and so im- 
proving efficiency, A*thermostat is 
particularly valuable when a car is

a valve it prevents the water from 
circulating under a thermosyphon 
action. when . the engine 
does not cool down nearly go 
rapidly as is usually the case, 

It will usually be found well 
worth while to overhaul the igni- 
tion’ system making sure that the 
yaps of the sparking plugs and the 
contact breaker are not too large, 
To begin with, attention in this 
direction will make the sengine 
easier to start on cold mornings, 
and 80 will save much of the fuel 
normally wasted.in persistent flood- 
ing by the exasperated owner. 
Any other device tending towards 
ensy atarting is also'valuable from 
this point of view. Overhauling 
the ignition system will prevent 
uneven running caused ‘by intermit- 
tent missing, which, of course, is 
another source of wasted fuel. 

‘Air leaks in the induction system 
are another common cause of ‘un- 
even running and it is advisable to 
track them down and correct them. 
They are liable to occur at the car 
burettor flange and at the flanges of 
the induction pipe (if one be fitted) ; 
in addition, alr will leak Into the 
cylinder during the suction stroke, 
past worn piston rings or inlet 
valve stems, : 

It will be seen that, without in 
any way spoiling the enjoyment of 
motoring the driver can reduce the 
petrol consumption by employing a 
few simple precautions. So long 
ns the engine ig running steadily it 
will not consume fuel at more than 
a reasonable rate, but sudden ac- 
celeration causes gulps of petrol to 
be drawn from the carburettor, and 
temporarily produces an over-rich 
mixture. Consequently. the driver 
who is in the habit of making full 
use of his brakes ‘and acceleration 
will have a. higher petrol consump- 
tion than one whose methods are 
Jess pretentious. This increase of 
consumption during acceleration is 
one of the reasons why, when 
driven in traffic, a car is more ex- 
travagant than when’ driven in the 
country. Incidentally quite a big 
saving in fuel can be effected .by 
switching the engine off whenever 
the car is involved in a long traffic 
wait. The driver must, of course, 
be on the alert to Start up as soon 
as the vehicles ahead show signs 
of moying forward. ~ oan 


Extra Air Valve. 


Anextra alr valve is, of consider- 
able use in reducing’ petrol con- 


As much afr a3 possible, consistent 
with obtaining an adequate power 
output should always be admitted, 
and the valve can be opened wide 
when long downward gradients are 
taken with the engine being driven 
by the car, On many carburettors 
the slow running adjustment con- 
sists of a screw, which, under the 
influence of vibration, may move 
considerally ‘from its correct set- 
ting, giving the engine an unduly 
rich mixture when the throttle: is 
practically ,closed. This may not 
seem very important, but it must 
be remembered that for quite long 
periods the engine may be working 
on the slow running jet, as when 
descending’ long hills: with top gear 
engaged; so that the careful setting 
of this adjustment will casily re- 
pay the labour involved.

Do you recall the time when you 


had to adjust the carburettor on, 


your car to warm up the engine and 
then had to readjust it after driv- 
ing a few miles? That wasn't long 
ago, Nowadays few owners of 
General Motors’ cars are more 
vaguely aware that their cara have 
carburettors at all, 

This. improvement has come about 
largely through research by 
General Motor's. co-operation with 
thecar divisions and by leading 
carburettor makers. How was it 
And what were the difficul- 
ties to he overcome? The things 
that affect the performance of a 
carburettor are numerous, hard to 
discover and hard to measure, But 
General Motors developed appara- 
tus to do it... One device consists 
of an air-tight metre box in which 
the carburettor is placed, a vacuum 


}pump that sucks air through the 


carburettor to simulate enyine-con-

Such an arrangement reveals the 
response of a carburettor to various

Rugby, yesterday. 

The following letter is issued, 
which the Premier, before leaving 
for Canada, addressed to Earl 
Beatty :— 

“On, your relinquishment of 
your appointment ‘as First Sea 
Lord and Chief of the Naval Staff, 
t wish to place on record the 
thanks of the Government for the 
valuable assistance you have ren- 
dered during the last eight years 
following your great service in 
the War. 

“We all recognise that the 
period of retrenchment . and 
economy’ which. necessarily fol- 
lowed the War has been one of 
exceptional difficulty for’ the 
Admiralty, and we greatly appre- 
ciate the continuous efforts you 
have’ made to achieve these ob- 
jects consistently with the essen- 
tial needs of naval defence. 

“As president 
mittee of Imperia] Defence I wish 
also to thank you for the promin- 
ent part you have played in the 
successful inauguration of the 
committee of chiefs of staff’ and 
fox the promotion of close co- 
operation between the three fight- 
ing services, to which the Govern- 
ment attach the greatest import- 
ance. May I express the hope 
that notwithstanding the comple- 
tion of your term of office at the 
Admiralty ‘your advice. will re- 
main at the disposal’ of the Com- 
mittee of, Imperial Defence.—Bri- 
tish Wireless Service.
